HE “Jerky playing” of an 
orchestra, which . recently 
displeased a critic, was probably 
due to hiccups. An entire 
orchestra with hiccups is not as 
rare as one might imagine, and 
jt in the conductor's business to 
try to get some kind of precision 
Into the Ihiccupping. : 
“What is so amusing, from the point 
of viow of the audience, ds that the 
conductor, after a while, seems to 
be paying more attention to 
Hiccups than to the muale, It le the 
javotuntary ¢: of breath that 
he seems fo conducting, rather 
than the composer's work, This ie 
unavoldable, especially when the 
hiccupping is ragged and independ- 
ont. Many conductors think that a 
whole orchestra with hiccups is 
ensfer-to control than a few sporadic,
